ASHINGTON, Dec, 22.-—-The 


constitutional amendment for 
national prohibition to the State Leg- 
islature was defeated in the House 
tonight, 197 members voting for and 
189 against it. An affirmative vote of 
two-thirds was required to adept the 
resolution. 

Immediately after announcement 
of the vote the House adjourned, the 
crowds which had packed the galleries 
throughout the prolonged debate dis- 
persing with mingled expressions of 
regret and jubilation. 

Party lines were wiped out in the 
struggle. Democratic Leader Under- 
wood and Republican Leader Mann 
fought shoulder to shoulder at the 
head of the forces opposing the reso- 
lutions And when the vote came, of 
the 197. standing for the resolution, 
114 were Democrats, sixty-seven were 
Republicans and eleven were Progres- 
sives and four were independent Re- 
publicans. 

EXPECTATIONS FULFILLED. 

Prohibition leaders declared that 
the majority for the resolution had 
fulfilied their expectations, as they had 
not hoped for 4 two-thirds vote at this 
time. Whether a similar resolution 
pending in the Senate submitted by 
Senator Sheppard of Texas would 
reach a vote in the Senate at this 
session was not certain tonight. Ad- 
ministration leaders were inclined to 
believe, however, that it would not, in 
view of the action of the House. 

Notwithstanding repeated public 
assertions that many members of the 
House would try to dodge a record 
vote on the issue, the roll call dis- 
closed a heavy attendance, larger than 
the average throughout the session.

OFFICIAL COMMUNIQUES 
FROM THE GREAT WAR. 


ETROGRAD, Dec. 22.—The fol- 
p lowing statement from the Gen- 
eral Staff of the Russian comman- 
der-in-chief was issued tonight:
